lt is a Continuing practice be- 
cause the experience tends to 
help sailors deepen their sense 
of the weather, ships, human na- 
ture, and themselves. Going to 
sea under sail is good prepara- 
tion for a career at sea. That is a 
philosophical cornerstone of sail 
training.

Learning the Ropes 


Traditional sail training tends, 
even today, to be a sort of servi- 
tude. Cadets are often “chained” 
to a single station for entire voy- 
ages. The emphasis is on doing 
your part and carrying out or- 
ders rather than giving them. 
The premiere Class A square-rig- 
ger in the United States is USCG 
EAGLE, the Coast Guard 's 295- 
foot barque. Her primary mis- 
sion is cadet training. She uses 
seca experience in some ways 
that seem very different from the 
Old World model. 


There are indeed opportunitics 
to sweat and chip and daub, to 
build character and take orders 
aboard EAGLE. Those spots are 
filled by third classmen (sopho- 
mores) from the Academy. ‘There 
are also Opportunities to com- 
mand. EAGLE can set up to 22 
sails on her three masts. Each 
sail has at least two controlling 
lines. Many have sheets, braces, 
buntlines, and a halyard. The 
need for coordination and con- 
trol is paramount. 

On “old school” vessels most of 
the command responsibility rests 
with officer/instructors. Aboard 
EAGLE the mast captains, rail cap- 
tains, and officers of the deck are 
cadets, not officers. First class- 
men (seniors who once served 
aboard as lowly sophomores) 
run the big white ship. A skelc- 
ton crew of officer instructors 
supervises, but the full responsi- 
bility for running EAGLE devolves 
to her complement of officer 
candidates. “In no other situa- 
tion on no other ship do cadets 
meet so many instances in which 
they must exercise command 
presence, judgment, mental - 
flexibility, forechandcdness — even 
physical courage,” says Cdr. Paul 
Welling, a former master of 
EAGLE. 


“The challenges that EAGLE pres- 
ents are by no means contrived,” 
says Capt. Ed Cassidy, another of 
her former skippers. “Each 
decision made at every point in 
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every evolution is subject to the 
very real laws and judgments of 
cause and effect.” 

EAGLE makes a fine flagship for 
American sail training. Lcader- 
ship development, flexibility, 
maximum concern with cause 
and clfect, efficient use of the 
learning potential of time under 
sail, these are among the ways in 
which we have taken strides be- 
yond the “service in station” phi- 
losophy, beyond European-style 
character testing to harness the 
teaching potential of sailing 
ships. Putting learners in touch 
with the challenges that occur 
under sail is one objective, help- 
ing sailors use those challenges 
as stcppingstones is another. It 
is hard to imagine a morc cffec- 
tive “command laboratory” than 
the intricate, massive, white ship 
EAGLE, and it is hard to imagine 
adventure that promotes learn- 
ing and growth more completely 
than sail training. 


The Religion of Sail 


Irving Johnson, a young man 
growing up in Hadley, Mass. in 
the 1920s, was so anxious for 
the adventure of the sea that he 
not only “read all the books” but 
built his body in preparation for 
going aloft until he could do 
handstands at the top of tele- 
phone poles. Afraid the age of 
sail would ring shut before he 
could get there, Johnson finally 
ran away to sea in 1929 and 
joined the fourmaster PEKING in 
Germany. 


tle was fortunate to serve under 
Capt. Jurs, ham-handed master 
ofa man who whipped his big 
ship westward around Cape 
Hlorn against gales that awed 
Johnson and veteran sailors 
alike. Says Johnson, “I am sure 
that my surviving Over these 
many ycars as seaman and skip- 
per was duc in large measure to 
watching Captain Jurs. Many de- 
cisions | took on the afterdeck in 
later years were unconsciously 
dictated (by bin).” 


Johnson brought back incredible 


movies of the ship being swept 
time and again by Cape Horn 
combers, of her waist under- 
water for moments at a time, of 
PEKING shuddering and halting 
and then clawing forward 
around the Cape. Preserved 
(along with PEKING) at New 
York’s South Street museum, the 
footage Johnson shot is price- 
less, but he took away other 
things of equal value. Working in 
the shadow of Capt. Jurs, work- 
ing alongside sailors like one 
who. when flipped off a foot- 
rope aloft fell until he grabbed 
the yard below and then climbed 
back up and calmly continued 
furling sail, Johnson came to see 
that “in the sailing of a big ship 
in foul weather there is a remark- 
able force of some kind that 
makes scores of ordinary men 
surpass themselves in feats of 
strength, effectiveness, and dar-

ing. You might call it the religion 
of sail.” 

Llaving received the command- 
ments of the square-rigger 
religion, having been tutored by 
one of the last Hlorn-taming 
masters of square sail, Johnson, 
with his bride Exy, began taking 
students to sca aboard their 
schooncr YANKEE in 1933. 

‘Two YANKEES and nearly five 
decades later, after taking Icarn- 
ers through nearly half a million 
sea miles to visit virtually every 
spot on the watery planet, the 


Johnsons came ashore. Without 


doubt they were a powertul link 
between the traditions of work- 
ing sail and the realities of mod- 
ern sail training. Flagship EAGLE 
and the incomparable legacy of 
the YANKEEs — what better symbols 
for American sail training, what 
better inspirations to us all to 
make the most of the sca’s call 
and the experiences that it 
unlocks?

ADVENTURESS was built as a yacht in 1913 and was sailed 
from Maine to the Bering Sea to collect Arctic specimens for 
a museum of natural history. ADVENTURESS then served as a 
pilot ship off San Francisco until the mid 1950s. She has been 
owned and operated by non-profit Youth Adventure, Inc. 
since the carly 1960s. Youth Adventure is a voluntcer-basced 
organization which, with the loving help of numerous vol- 
unteers, has restored the ship to meet U.S. Coast Guard 
certification requirements as an inspected, passenger-carry- 
ing vessel. Skilled and dedicated voluntecrs continue to be 
the core of the ship's crew and maintenance team.

The original schooner BLUENOSE, built in 1921, was a 
typical Grand Banks fishing schooner from Nova Scotia. In 
those days, « schooner’s sole objective was not simply to get 
her cod to market quickly in order to realize a good price;

BOWDOIN was the first vessel to be certified under the 
Sailing School Vessels Act of 1982.

Pole, Adm. Donald B. MacMillan was marooned in North 
Greenland for four years until a rescue ship strong enough

exploring the uncharted, ice-jammed waters at the top of the 
world. Builtsoon thereafter, BoWDOIN completed 26 voyages 
to North Atlantic waters during the next 35 years.

Greenland), use of airplanes beyond the Arctic Circle, and 
transmission of a radio message from the Arctic, to name a few. 

After almost 10 years of retirement at Mystic Seaport 
during the 1960s, the schooner was purchased by a group 
of MacMillan’s friends, who formed the Schooner BOWDOIN 
Association. She was patched into sailing shape and used for 
another 10 years for local transits. Then it was agreed that 
BOWDOIN must have major restoration work, For four years, 
she was painstakingly dismantled, then during another four, 
she was lovingly rebuilt to her original scantlings. Along the 
way, she was upgraded to conform to the Coast Guard 
regulations for sailing school vessels. 

Today, with the characteristic ice barrel on her foremast, 
the schooner is operated by the Maine Maritime Academy 
out of Castine. Because of her original intention for cold 
northern waters, she is an extremely sturdy vessel and very 
well suited for use as a training ship.

Sailing in the Hudson River sloop CLEARWATER is like 
stepping back in time. The sloop was built and is operated 
by CLEARWATER, Inc., a non-profit membership organization 
dedicated to cleaning up the waters of the Hudson River and 
surrounding waterways. The Lludson River sloop CLEARWATER 
is a replica of 19!) century cargo and passenger carrying 
vessels. 

In the mid-19') century, there were over 400 such 
vesscls based on the river. ‘Today, the sloop works seven days 
aweck carrying groups of up to 50 passengers on threc- and 
five-hour education programs.

In the EAGLE, cadets have a chance to apply the navigation, 
cnginecring and other training they receive at the Coast 
Guard Academy. As upperclassmen, they perform functions 
normally handled by officers.

ELIssa is the oldest operating Class A sailing vessel in the 
world. Built in Aberdeen, Scotland, in 1877 at the famous 
Alexander Hall Yard, Etissa traded under five different flags; 
British, Norwegian, Swedish, Finnish and Greek. She knew 
such distant ports as Calcutta, Brisbane and Karachi, having 
sailed around the world numerous times, logging hundreds 
of thousands of sailing miles. 


The Galveston Historical Foundation was establishee. 
preserve Texas’ rich and colorful history. One area of focus 
in furthering that goal is maritime commerce, which was the 
lifeblood of Texas during her pioneer decades. Thousands 
of square-rigged sailing ships brought trade, settlers and 
supplies through this city when it was ‘Texas’ major deepwater 
port. 

So the Foundation decided to acquire ELIssa in Greece 
in 1975 and have her brought to their home port for resto- 
ration. She underwent extensive hull repair before being 
towed to Galveston, where she arrived in August of 1979.

ELIZABETH LL is a public vessel, owned and operated by 
the State of North Carolina, and maintained at the ELIZABETH LI 
State Historic Site. Built with private funds to commemorate 


Amcrica’s 100! Anniversary, ELIZABETH I is representative of 


those vesscls which brought the first English colonists to 
settle on these shores during the Roanoke Voyages. Between 
1584 and 1587, Sir Walter Raleigh sponsored three voyages 
to the New World. The first was to reconnoiter the area, while 
the sccond was to establish a military colony. Founding a 
scttlement was the objective of the third voyage. ELIZABETH II 
is named for a vessel which sailed from Plymouth, England, 
to Roanoke Island in the sccond expedition in 1585. She 
probably carried mariners, colonists and supplics to be used 
in establishing a military garrison to support England's claim 
to the New World.

The ERNESTINA was built as the EFFIE M. MORRISSEY, a 
Fredonia-style Grand Banks Gloucester fishing schooner, in 
1894, an cra of extreme pride in craftsmanship. She fished 
in the Banks both winter and summer for some 30 years. 
Capt. Bob Bartlett, shipmaster for Adm. Peary in his North 
Polc quests, bought her for Arctic exploration in 1925. Under 
Bartleu, the MORRISSEY went north for the next 20 years, 
including a stint in the Navy during World Wat II. 

After the war, she was purchased by Capt. Henrique 
Mendes to bring immigrants to the United States from the 
Cape Verde Islands off Senegal, West Africa. She became the 
last regular Atlantic sailing packet, making twelve 8,000-mile 
round trips from the Cape Verde Islands to southern New 
England carrying goods and passengers back and forth up

until 1965. In 1982 she was given by the Republic of Cape 
Verde to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to symbolize 
the close ties between the lands, with the stipulation that she 
be used for seafaring education. 

The ERNESTINA is fully restored and has been inspectcd 
and certified by the USCG as an ocean-going sailing school 
vessel carrying 25 trainees and nine professional crew. Iier 
seasons of training and sea experience involve people of all 
ages and walks of life. 

Sea education programs and voyages include coastwisc 
programs for inner city youth, organizational leadership 
seminars, public and private school trips, recreational sail 
training for adults, high-impact drug awareness and therapy 
programs and special interest offshore voyages. 


addressed quite simply when 
everyone’s “in the same boat.”

The GAZELA OF PHILADELPHIA is the oldest wooden square- 
rigged sailing vessel still in operation. GAZELA was built as a 
Grand Banks fishing vessel, one of a large number of Portu- 
guese ships which fished for cod in that area for hundreds 
of years.

In December 1606, three ships, the SUSAN CONSTANT, 
GODSPEED and Discovery, set sail from the River Thames to 
cross the Adantic. They landed at Jamestown Island in May

GOVERNOR STONE is being studied for nomination as a 
National -listoric Landmark by the National Park Service. 
She was fashioned alter the Baltimore schooners of the 
1840s and was a forebearer of the Mississippi schooners of 
the 1890s. This ship and hundreds like her plied the shallow 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico, hauling freight from port-to- 
port and to the deep-dralt sailing vessels offshore. 

As the century came to a close and the shallows were 
dredged, these ships were converted to form a vital part of 
the seafood harvesting industry in the American South. On 
weckcnds and special occasions, they competed in fierce 
regional races that brought pride to the home ports of the 
winning boats. 

Master boat builder William (Bill) Holland of Biloxi 
overhauled the ship in late 1989, complete with a new 
cngine. This vessel is the last known survivor of this type of 
craft operating in native waters. 

Within the limitations of current US Coast Guard Regu- 
lations, she is rigged and sailed as a “hands-on” museum. She

Built in Copenhagen as the GEORG STAGE, this illustrious 
vessel served as training ship for the Danish merchant service 
until 193.1, when she was purchased by the well-known 
Australian sca captain and author, Alan Villiers, renamed the 
JOSEPIT CONRAD, and sailed around the world.

The brig LADY WASHINGTON was a ranging tender and 
consort to the COLUMBIA REDIVIVA, the first American ship to 
circumnavigate the globe. While in command of the 
COLUMBIA, Capt. Robert Gray later discovered the Columbia 
River and Gray’s Harbor. The two ships left Boston for the 
lucrative fur trade of the uncharted Northwest on October 
1, 1787. 

During the stormy voyage around Cape Horn, Gray in 
the LADY WASHINGTON and Capt. John Kendrick in the COLUMBIA 
became separated. Gray, clearly more decisive, arrived first 
at Nootka Sound on Vancouver Island, and after Kendrick

arrived, they swapped ships. Kendrick engaged the Laby 
WASHINGTON in the fur trade with China. At Macao he had her 
re-rigged from a sloop to a two-masted ship with both masts 
squared rigged. Under Kendrick’s command, the LADY 
WASHINGTON was the first ship flying the Stars and Stripes to 
visit Japan, and logged cight years of trading between Macao 
and Canton and the Pacific Northwest. 

Built primarily of old-growth Douglas fir, the recreation 
of LADY WASHINGTON is the largest sailing replica built on the 
West Coast. The new vessel is as close to the original LADY 
WASHINGTON as historical records and the U.S. Coast Guard 
regulations will allow. 

Launched in March 1989, she was licensed by the U.S.

More than hunger, thirst or 
enemy action, the most common 
cause of fatalities among life 
boat crews in the North Atlantic 
during World War Il was hypo- 
thermia. One captain, after being 
torpedoed, lost half the men in 
his lifeboat to the cold. When he 
was to be sunk again, he took 
drastic action. Ile pulled his 
boat’s plug and threw it over- 
board. Forced to bail or drown, 
his crew stayed active, afloat and 
alive. Despite prolonged expo- 
sure, everyone in the boat sur- 
vived to reach salety. 

As tests of character and/or as 
builders of character, the sca'’s

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creatures at close range in a way that few people ever will.

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Launched in September 1985, the SPIRIT OF CHEMAINUS 
joins ROBERTSON IL and PACIFIC SWIFT in providing sail training 
to hundreds of young people annually through the Sail and 
Life Training Society (S.A.L.T.S.).

SPIRIT OF MASSACHUSETTS is modeled after the fishing 
schooner FREDONIA, which was designed by Edward Burgess 
in 1889 and was popular for its beautiful appearance and 
speed through the water.

She is a replica of the stout schooners 
built in Miami, Cuba and the Bahamas to sail among the rccts 
of the Great Bahama Bank, the azure waters of Biscayne Bay 
and the changing Gulf Stream. She was born from these 
waters, and it is in these waters that she sull carns her living 
as a working schooncr. 

The Heritage of Miami Foundation, a non-profit organi- 
zation which sceks to preserve Miami's seafaring tradition, 
owns the schooner, which is in its 14!" year of sail training. 
Capt. Joseph A. Maggio has been involved in sail training 
since 1965 when he commanded the schooner CARIBEE (100 
feet, 300 tons) which sailed the Bahamas and Caribbean with 
cadets. After he bought her in 1975, he named her WILLIAM 
H. ALBURY after her builder, and renovated her for participa- 
tion in the 1976 Vall Ships race. She represented the Baha- 


mas in that event, as well as the 7a// Ships programs of 1980 
and 1982. She was proclaimed Miami's official flagship in 
March of 1986. Christened HERITAGE OF MIAMI two months 
later, she participated in the Statue of Liberty Festivities 
visiting several ports in the Chesapeake Bay and Potomac 
River.

For over 25 years Hurricane Island Outward Bound 
School has run sailing courses off the Maine Coast. Designed 
to provide personal challenge as well as sail training and 


navigational skills, Hurricane Island courses are one part of 


a student's education that lasts a lifetime. 
‘The school’s fleet of eighteen 30-foot spritsail ketches 
may not fit the common description of Tal/ Ships — but the

teamwork, skills and spirit of adventure in these courses is 
strong. 

When the watch of 12 gets underway on their initial 
training expedition, they're immediately schooled in safety 
procedures, sail theory and navigation. Additional skills like 
first aid and natural history are presented throughout the 
course as students take incrcasing responsibility for running 
the boat themselves and setting expedition plans. 

Whether students chose a six-, or 26-day course, they'll 
be expected to participate fully in the various roles — both at 
sea and on the islands where they rock climb, run and solo. 

The Hurricane Island Outward Bound School uses 
Rockport, ME as its home port, and sails the Maine coast from 
May until October. It moves to the Florida Keys for the winter 
months.

The Marine Science Under Sails program is a non-profit 
marine education association for youth and adults interested 
inthe sca and coastal zone. MSUS provides the opportunities 
for land-based coastal studies for school groups, as well as 
study cruises for adults, to islands and countries in the 
Atlantic Ocean and Caribbean Seca. These are cducation 
programs for fun and learning. 

An objective of these marine education programs is to 
expose people to yet other facets of what the sea has to teach 
us and to have fun while experiencing them. They empha- 
size marine sciences and history as the core of the program, 
but we also include studies associated with the art of cruising 
aboard sailing craft, such as seamanship, standing watches, 
kecping a log and making friends. 

The individual, by necessity, is directly involved in the 
operation of the sailing craft and keeping watch over her and 
her cargo of fellow men and women while underway or at 
anchor in some isolated cove in the marine wilderness. All 
who sign aboard are expected to stand regular watches and 
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to take their turn at cooking or polishing the pots in the 
galley. 

Adventure is another objective. The organizers believe 
that real adventure has an undefinable influence on the 
human mind which might be an ingredient in short supply 
in our modern mechanized society. To this end they pur- 
posely do not plan any visits to large cities nor do they follow 
the itinerary of any tourist-oriented luxury cruise. 

In addition to having all safety equipment required by 
the U.S. Coast Guard, another safety factor is that two or 
more sailboats usually cruise together. At no time are these 
boats more than a few hours from cach other.

Nestling a nuclear sub into a thermal layer where she 
can sit “invisible” beneath the polar ice cap, conning a 
supertanker up Ambrose Channel beneath the Verazano 
Narrows Bridge to her appointed billet off Hoboken, master- 
minding a mid-ocean intercept and commanding the board- 
ing and search that follows are everyday realities for today’s 
sailors, 

Seafaring in the 1990s is varied, demanding, technical 
and highly professional. Advancement is a matter not only 
of seatime but of mastery in a welter of disciplines. Couple 
that with good 
training, good deci- 
sions and good 
luck, and you might 
be on your way to 
the bridge. Today 
the pathway to

While sailing’s “mysteries” may be the first thing to strike 
the newcomer, sailing’s fabric of cause and effect makes it an 
educational tool that has few equals. In melding traditional 
elements of the “before the mast” days of sail training with 
modern concerns for responsibility, initiative and personal 
development, the academics have helped to develop a 
uniquely American brand of sail training. They have helped 
to standardize and streamline the age-old toughness taught 
by the sea and, at the same time, to focus sail training time 
to provide the most personal development possible. The 
academies thus continuc not only to send su perlatively-qual- 
ified officers to sca, but to provide all of American sail 
training with models and inspiration that keep it growing, 
maturing and improving.

The flagship of American sail training, the United States’ 
premicre Class A square-rigger, USCG Barque EAGLE, gives 
the Coast Guard Academy a unique advantage as far as 


training under sail. Mastcring her more than 20,000 square 
feet of sail and 20 miles of rigging is a major agenda item for 
cadets. They cruise for one summer (after freshman year) 
as enlisted sailors. They return (after junior year) to serve in 
officer billets. 

Also integral to the Coast Guard sail training effort is a 
fleet of small boats, yachts and ocean racers. ‘The Coast 
Guard sailing center on the Thames River is active nearly all 


year around. 


With a fleet of 212 inshore and 27 offshore sailing craft, 
the US Naval Academy sets the standard for sail training 
within that service. Aside from basic training during plebe 
summer, the sailing program at the Academy now has three 
parts: intercollegiate competition, ocean racing and cruise 
credit. 

Typically, the Navy 44 cutters are split between the 
summer cruise program and the offshore race schedule. 
Training culminates after exam week in the annual 360-mile 
qualifying cruises around the DelMarVa Peninsula, which is 
required of all Naval Academy yachts before summer ocean 
sailing. During the summer program, each cutter is manned 
by six new third classmen, two new first classmen and two 
officers. The third class crew members are relieved by a 
second group midway through the cruise, at which time the

LETTIE G. HOWARD 
Fredonia Model Fishing Schooner 


Work has begun on the total restoration of the 1894 
fishing schooner LETTIE G. Howarp, the last of the inshore 
fishing vessels of her type. This is the first maritime restora- 
tion project to be embarked upon under the Secretary of the 
Interior’s Guidelines for the Restoration of Historic Vessels. 
All work will be done before the public on the grounds of 
the South Street Seaport Museum in Manhattan. This vesscl 
has been designated a National Historic Landmark and nom- 
inated to the National Register of Historic Places. Funding is 
in part from the New York Historic Preservation Commis- 
sion. The LETTIE is expected to be operational by early 1992. 


MADELINE 


lopsail Schooner 


The Maritime Heritage Alliance is currently constructing 
this functioning replica of a mid-19'" century Great Lakes 
Schooner on the grounds of the Great Lakes Maritime Acad- 
emy at the shore of Grand Traverse Bay. 

The original MADELINE was a commercial topsail schoo- 
ner that sailed under Capt. William Fitzgerald, and was 
cngaged in the fishing trade between the North Shore and 
Mackinac Island. In 1851, while anchored in the ice of what 
is now known as Bowers Harbor, the ship was converted into 
a Classroom. ‘To this day, it goes on recorded as being the 
lirst school in the Grand Traverse region.

On September 10, 1615, under the leadership of 
Commander Oliver Hazard Perry, an American squadron of 
nine ships, six of them constructed at Erie, defeated the 
British fect at Put-In Bay on Lake Erie. Six of the American 
brigs were built quietly in the Eric Bay at the foot of Cascade 
Strect and then went off with Navy men sailing the vessels 
and Army men manning the carronade. Victorious, they 
returned to Erie’s peninsula for the winter of 1813-14. 

Of the fleet, only the Brig NIAGARA, which became the 
Nlagship in the heat of the battle, survived the years since. 
“We have met the enemy and they are ours,” and “Don’t give 
up the ship,” are words associated with this vessel known to 
most Americans. NIAGARA was rebuilt for the second time in 
1987-88 and is being outfitted with rig, sails and an auxiliary 
cngine.

They arrived in Jamestown in 1607, and now her replica ts 
well under way at Jamestown Festival Park in Virginia. Once 
the 53-foot length of greenheart for her kecl was laid in carly 
1990, the construction, using hand tools and period technol- 
ogy, began in earnest. The 116-foot ship will be planked with 
longleaf yellow pine and sparred with Douglas fir. More than 
$2 million in Virginia statc aid supports the effort. SUSAN 
CONSTANT will represent Virginia in the Columbus 
Quincentenatry.

In 1957, the German grain ship PAssar sailed from 
Bucnos Aires to Lisbon with a cargo of barley in bulk 
aboard. It was her final voyage, and we see it now as 
the last pale glimpse of the golden age of working sail. 
One year earlier, however, another chapter in sailing 
history began. At Dartmouth, on England’s Cornish 
coast hard by Land’s End, the square-rigged school 
ships of the time plus a dozen yachts, all manned by 
cadets, rendezvoused, rafted and then raced...to Lis- 
bon.

While the sea divides us, 
it can join us, too. The broth- 
erhood and sisterhood of sail 
bridge vast differences. The 
challenges of sailing make the 
future fuller, more balanced and more fruitful. These 
hopes are not hard to share. As emblems of all we hold 
in common and as tools to build bigger, better, 
stronger bridges, Tall Ships (and small) have found 
new life. 

Brest in 1958, Oslo in 1960, Torbay in 1962...Tall 
Ship gatherings continued well beyond Dartmouth. 
then, ona picture-perfect Saturday in July of 1964, the 
ships and their spirit came to America....24 square-rig- 
gers, including 11 Class A training ships, filled New 


York Harbor. lt was a moment —a realization. Many 
remember it as more profound and hopeful than even 
Neil Armstrong’s first steps on the moon that came 
some five years later. 

Ships out of history manned by citizens of tomor- 
row...a happening..a one-time festival...a spectacular 
treat for Americans! A “once-in-a-lifetime” event we 
thought, but count the times the Hudson has been 
chockablock with sail since! —- Again, again and yct 
again — The Tall Ships have 
come and, unlike the van- 
ished PAssaT, they have never 
really left. 

ASTA, our American Sail 
Training Association, was pat- 
terned after STA in England, 
and we share the sail training 
mission. Sail training is grow- 
ing here, and the United 
States is just one of more than 
three dozen countries where 
that’s true. Under the stars 
and stripes, and more than 30 
other flags, a flotilla of sailing 
ships is at work. Onc big 
agenda item for them all is 
helping to shrink the world. 

Flag...ensign...pennant... 
drapeau...pavillon...banderole 
..Vlag...natievlag...wimpel... 
bandeira...pavilho...galhardete 
— sail training, like most other 
international movements, is 
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simultaneously ensnaggled 

and enriched by a Babel of 
language. Sailors have help attacking it, though, be- 
cause they have common ground. Gaining first-name 
familiarity with a square rigger’s more than 200 work- 
ing lines is an example. Knowing a buntline from a 
brace may not be the key to solving the world’s prob- 
lems, but sometimes it’s a great place to start. 

Entera port aboard a square rigger, and you'll find 
the city staring back at you. From New York to 
Naantali, Finland, London to Lisbon and Sydney to Sao 
Paolo, a sailing ship draws not only a crowd, but 
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affection and connection from that crowd. Even with- 
out parades of sail, sailing ships create their own 
holiday moods. If people-to-people contact breeds 
understanding, sailing ships beget more than their 
share of contact. 

In 1992, when Spanish naval officer Cristobal 
Colon, a lineal descendant of Christopher Columbus 
and son of the late skipper of Spain’s regal JUAN 
SEBASTIAN D’ELCANO cons that great ship into Santo 
Domingo to mark the 500th anniversary of Columbus’ 
arrival, it will be a great day. But sail training doesn’t 
hibernate between great anniversaries. All the year 
through, all around the world, challenges from sea 
and sail are helping people learn and are making 
discovery an everyday occurrence. 

lt is impressive when great ships sail halfway 
around the world to honor Australia or Amsterdam or 
Boston or Bremerhaven or, most certainly, Columbus’ 
much-misunderstood landfall. When they get to- 
yether, it can be even more impressive; kids from 
Murmansk and Boston exchange pins on the quay in

agnificent LIBERTAD. One of 
the largest sailing ships in the world (3,675 tons displace- 
ment), she avoids looking bulky or massive due in part to 
having no bulwarks. This flush-decked treatment lowers her 
{rechoard. She was launched in 1962 to assume sail training 
dutics carried out up until then by the venerable PRESIDENTE 
SARMIENTO, which was built in 1897. She has proven very fast 
on ‘Transatlantic and other long-distance passages. Her orig- 
inal crew complement was 351, but that has been trimmed 
to 280, of whom 120 are cadets.

The blue-hulled YOUNG ENDEAVOR 
was a gift from Britain in 1988 for 
Australia’s 200" birthday. Built in East Suffolk at Lowestoft, 
where Britons have been sliding ships into the sea since 
before the Battle of Hastings, she has become Australia’s first 
national sail-training ship. She’s 145 feet overall and rigged

asa brigantine. 

Sail training in Australia has been growing. While YOUNG 
ENDEAVOR draws trainees from the country at large, ships are 
also active in many of Australia’s states. DEFENDER, an 118- 
foot ketch, is the Tasmanian training ship. She was built in 
1895 and once held the record for the fastest crossing of the 
Bass Strait between Australia and ‘Tasmania. ALMA DOEPELE is 


Amsterdam, French and American teenagers race hard 
at the oars in pulling boats near Brest; the pretticst girl 
in New Zealand proves as tough in the rigging as her 
American admirers; admirals from Argentina and the 
United Kingdom, who fired missiles at one another in 
the Falklands, lunch together above a tall ship-filled 
port in Quebec; and an American Girl Scout leader 
hears from a Polish captain, “Don’t worry about Scout- 
ing in Poland. We take our Scouting to sea. There we 
can the character-building tradition alive.” 

The first Tall Ships gathering at Dartmouth made 
waves. Today there may be no World Cup of sailing 
training, for sail training flame is stilla metaphor rather 
than a hand-to-hand torch, and sail training chorus of 
“We are the world” is not yet deafening. But the ripples 
started in 1956 are still rising, still spreading Outward, 
still helping people take people to sea under sail and 
still building seas into bridges. 


The world under sail: 


a 117-foot topsail schooner. Built in 1903, she was restored 
for the Australian Bicentennial and cruises now in the arca 
of Melbourne, the capital of Victoria. LEEUWIN was launched 
in 1986. Her name means “lioness” in Dutch and refers to 
the prominent ship-killing cape of her native Western Aus- 
tralia. She is a 160-foot brigantine. 


Belgium Navigation and ship handling are 
the principal courses in the sail 
training program conducted by the Belgian Navy aboard 
ZENOBE GRAMME. She is a 95-foot ketch built of steel in 1976 
as a research vessel. Square riggers offer much work for 
many hands and are superlative for team building, but the 
maneuverability, Nexibility and relative economy of a fore 
and aft sailboat are well-suited for piloting challenges, sea- 
manship problems, intricate itincrarics and multi-phase 
missions. 


Brazil The Brazilian approach to sail training 
is somewhat unique. Rather than de- 
vote sail training resources to a single flagship, the Brazilian 
Navy has developed a flotilla of ocean racing training vesscls. 
Queen among them is the CISNE BRANCO. She is a masthead 
sloop that, as recently as 1981, was in contention for Class A 
laurels in events like the Southern Ocean Racing Circuit in 
the US and the Buenos Aires Rio Race. She and her near-sis- 
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ters in the Brazilian flcet provide a more technical, compet- 
itive and relinable brand of sailing than do the big square 
riggers. CISNE BRANCO and her ocean racing sisters are, as 
their Navy program says, “a connecting link between the 
immortal spirit of seamanship and the technology of today.” 


KALIAKRA is seventh in a line of Bul- 
garian Merchant Marine sail 
training ships that dates back to 1879. This graceful barken- 
tine is a sister to POGORIA and ISKRA, the Polish training ships. 
She has 20 in crew and can ship aboard as many as 36 cadets. 
The rivalry between the near sisters finds expression in the 
Tall Ships races sponsored by STA virtually every year. The 
overall record is nearly even, but most-recent winner 
KALIAKRA is Champion now. 


Bulgaria 


Canada There is a wide variety of private, 


provincial and other sail training pro-’ 


grams in Canada. Canadian offerings are fully outlined 
under the Complete Guide to North American Sail Training 
and in the pages devoted to ASTA members in this book. 


Chile Sail training in Chile has a towcring cen- 
ter and symbol. ESMERALDA was built in 
Spain in 1952. She is next in size only to the massive Soviet 
square riggers (SEDOV and KRUZENSHTERN). Along with near 
sister JUAN SEBASTIAN D’ELCANO and the Polish DAR MLODZIEZY, 
she is at the head of the “second-biggest” class. Her displace- 
ment, the most accurate measure of payload and truc size 
among ships, is fifth greatest among the world’s active sail 
trainers. By any measure, she is a giant among ships. Begun 
as a mate for JUAN SEBASTIAN by the Spanish Navy, ESMERALDA 
was purchased by Chile while she was still abuilding. Square

rigged on the foremast alone, she is a bar- 
kentine, the only four-masted barkentine 
currently in service. 

Today, she and her complement of 332 
spend half the year on training cruises. 
ESMERALDA is named for the Chilcan ship 
that won victories over Peru and Bolivia in 
1879. Today, she and her complement of 
332 spend half the year on training cruiscs 
and participate in 7a// Ships events. 
Colombia Songs of the sca 
swell from her 
rigging. Be it during a parade of sail, port 
visit or sailby, when this 211-foot barque 
has sailors aloft, chances are they will be 
singing. Much like the famous strolling 
troubadors of Madrid, the Colombian 
Navy's cadets harmonize and entertain 
while they hand and furl. Like Guayas of 
Ecuador, SIMON BOLIVAR of Venezucla and 
CUAUHTEMOC Of Mexico, GLORIA was designed and built by 
Senermar, near Bilbao, Spain. She has lines that arc more 
classic than pragmatic, especially her gracefully-rounded 
transom. When President Bush visited Cartagena in conjunc- 
tion with the United States’ anti-drug efforts in Colombia, 
GLORIA’S skipper was the man Colombia put in charge of 
security. A streamlined version of the sailing merchant ship, 


she looks as good as she sounds. 


Denmark Sail training in Denmark has long 
reflected that small country’s big 
role in maritime affairs. Launched in 1932, DANMARK actually 
played a crucial part in bringing sail training as it now exists 
to America. She was in the United States on a training cruise 
when the Nazis established control over Denmark carly in 
World War II. During the war, she served America as a trainer 
by sailing with Coast Guard cadets aboard. She performed 
so well that the Coast Guard began to pursue a sailing vessel 
of its own. This led the Academy to acquire EAGLE as part of 
the reparations extracted from the Third Reich. DANMARK is 
run by the Directorate for Maritime Education in Copenha- 
gen. She makes training cruises virtually all year round. 

Danish sail training also encompasses smaller square 
riggers like the GEORG STAGE. She is just 135 feet overall, 
while DANMARK is 294 [cet. Because so many of the officers 
from the merchant marine and fishing fleets train under sail, 
it's also good to have ELINOR, a 118-foot three-masted schoo- 
ner, taking Danes to sca. Denmark puts a big emphasis on 
preparation under sail for work at sea. The Danes have one 
of the most traditional programs in terms of time at sea, time 
in station and depth of challenge and servitude. ‘They also 
have one of the best.

GORCH FOCK Il, West Germany 


Ecuador She is run by the Ecuadorian Navy 
and named after the first steamboat 
built in South America (the GuAyas, built circa 1841). She is 
very similar in rig, look and lay-out to her three near sisters, 
CUAUHTEMOC, GLORIA and SIMON BOLIVAR. A modern three- 
masted barque, GUAYAS made her maiden voyage in 1978 by 
circumnavigating South America, Wherever tall ships gather, 


her ship's band is the hit of the occasion. 


France With more boats per capita than any 
country in Europe, more sailing mag- 
azines and sailing folk heroes, three distinct coastlines and 
amarvelous four de France a voile sailboat race that encir- 
cles the country, the French are a sailing nation. It seems 
strange, then, that this people with passion for Taberley, 
with claim to 90 percent of the offshore sailing speed records 
and with Olympic and America’s Cup efforts just recently 
become respectable, should have but a single sail training 
ship. She's privately owned (Fondation BELEM in Paris), too. 
Stull, she’s a colorful, graceful, practical ship, and she has 
flair, purpose and an intriguing pedigree. She was built in 
the Britanny capital of Nantes in 1896 for the sugar and cocoa 
trades. There followed 33 crossings to the Antilles and/or 
Brazil and back, a stint in Italy asa sail trainer, refurbishment 
into a yacht for brewmaster A.E. Guinness, a tour as a 


museum ship on the Seine and finally a new life as France's 
only school ship. 

Private training under France's tricolor proceeds apace 
aboard smaller vessels as well. A gaff schooncr (65-foot BELLE 
LURETTE), a gaff ketch (94-foot NOTRE DAME DES FLOTS), a 
Marconi ketch (105-foot FLEUR DE PASSION) and a threc- 
masted schooner (126-foot RARA Avis) are notables in the 
French sail training flect. Schooners BEL EsPeoir Il and BELLE 
POULE (90 and 106 feet, respectively) should be included, 
too, as sail training ships of the French Navy. MUTIN, Once a 
Sables’ d’Olonne tuna fisher, now a gaff-rigged yawl, sails 
out of the navigation school at Brest. 


GorcH Fock II is a 293- 
foot barque owned and 
sailed by the Germany Navy. A close sister to EAGLE, SAGRES, 
MIRCEA and ‘TOVARISHCH, she was built in 1958. Her sister 
ships, built at Blohm and Voss in Hamburg during the carly

1930s, were state-of-the-art ships for training at sca under 
sail. This vessel received the post-war name of sea story 
writer Hans Kinau, whose pen name was Gorch Fock. Win- 
ner of four international sail training races, GORCH FOCK II is 
also one of the best maintained show ships in sail training. 
The Navy also maintains smaller training ships like 
NORDWIND, their 80-foot Marconi ketch. 

One of the structures of sail training within today’s 
Germany is the “verein.” Kiel, Hamburg and several other 
major ports have training institutes, “circles” of sailing. Then 
there are the Germany Youth Maritime Association 
(AMPHRITE, 125-foot, three-masted schooncr) and the 
German Youth Adventure Socicty (SEUTE DEERN, 95-foot gall- 
headed ketch) with ships of their own. THOR HEYERDAHL is a 
130-foot, three-masted training schooner that does mixcd- 
age adventure cruises. 

In addition, Germany sailors have the WALROss, a 53-foot 
sloop available from Akademischer Segler Verein in West 
Berlin and the ALBATROSS, a 93-foot topsail schooner, which 
is operated by the Hamburgischer Verein in Hamburg. 


German Democratic 
Republic 

(East Germany) Under the auspices of the 
Gesclischaft fur sport 
and Technik there is considerable East German sail training. 
Thirty-five cadets at a time sail aboard WILHEM PIERCK, a 
116-foot brigantine, out of Greifswald on Baltic and North 
Sea training cruises lasting up toa month. The 290-ton ship, 
built in 1951, received a major refit in 197 L. 


Greece Built in the UK in 1929 as Lord 
Runciman’s yacht, EUGENE EUGINIDES, a 
195-foot, three-masted topsail schooner has been training 
Greek merchant service officers since 1905. She takes as 
many as 70 cadets out from Piraeus on cruises into the 
Aegean, lonian and beyond. 
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Hong Kong 


Ji FUNG is owned and operated 


by the Outward Bound Trust of 


tlong Kong. Built in 1980 in Hong Kong to New Zealand 
design, this 100-foot brigantine has had an active decade as 
a platlorm for Outward Bound adventure. Twin building 
blocks of the Outward Bound concept are individual growth 
and building groups into teams. The international composi- 
tion of JI FUNG’s complement, her exciting character and 
waters, and her stellar capabilities as both trainer and cruiser 
make this brand of the world-wide Outward Bound disci- 
pline a very attractive proposition. 

India A sister ship to the British Sea Cadet brig 
ROYALIST, VARUNA is just 76 feet overall. 
Her sail units are manageable, her rig is climbable and she 
puts her complement of up to twenty-four 13- to 14-year-old 
cadets to the test. Built in 1981 and designed exclusively for 
the work she does, VARUNA, like ROYALIST, makes an excellent 
case that there are ways in which less ship can produce more 
training. 
Indonesia The Indonesian sea god is named 
DEWARUCCI, which means sincer- 
ity and courage, so this 191-foot barquentine is graced by 
name with qualities that characterize good sail training 
around the world. Working cargo schooners that use only 
sail are still a reality in Indonesian waters, 
so this Hamburg-built, Indonesian Navy- 
run veteran of a handful of sailing 
circumnavigations is not far at all from the 
roots of her tradition. 


Ireland Sail training around 
the Emerald Isle 
takes place aboard the Irish Navy’s ASGAARD 
A Do. She’s an 84i-foot brigantine, built of 
wood and launched in 1981 to replace a 


previous ASGAARD, a gaff-headed ketch. 


Italy Something more of an 
heirloom than an all- 
round training ship, AMERIGO VESPUCCI is the 
delight of the Italian Naval Academy at 
Livorno. Her ornate brass above and below 
deck absorbs cadet hours by the boatload. 
lict balustraded stern gallcy overhanging 
the transom, her velvet-roped interior stair- 
wells and her high-sided deckhouse are 
unique aspects of a unique ship. Full rigged | 
and 433 fect long, she is memorable most 
for her freeboard. Academy training begins Wes | 
on two training masts, where practice 
climbs ashore (complete with safety ncts) 
precede the real thing. Built in 
Castellamare, Italy, more than 50 years ago, 
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she sets a standard of clegance and style rarely challenged 
among sail trainers. She goes to sea with a complement of 
up to 500! 

PALINURO, much less imposing but nonetheless 20-4 fect 
overall, is the Navy’s “other” sailing vessel. She was a Grand 
Banks codfisher up until 1950, when she was refit, rigged as 
a barquentine and set to sail training. 


Japan The Japanese were the first maritime 
power to experiment with sail as a 
means of making full-powered transport and general cargo 
vessels more efficient when windowblind-style hard sails 
began to be deployed on Inland Sea and coastal routes 
around the island as early as the late 1970s. Moderate to low 
prices for bunker oil make these experiments just that - 
interesting compilations of data. There seems not to be great 
sail-assist activity yet in the Japanese merchant navy. How- 
ever, Japan is well in the lead in the application of hardsail 
technology to commercial shipping. 

NIPPON MARU II, a traditional barque, went into service 
in 1984. She replaced a 50-year-old, four-master aboard 
which cadets for the merchant marine had been training. She 
is floating evidence that the Japanese are well into the lead 


in sail training effort and technology as well. 
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Mexico The Mexican Navy has enjoyed a long 
string of training ships. The latest, 
CUAULTTEMOC, resembles GUAYAS, GLORIA and SIMON BOLIVAR, 
all of which were built by the Celaya Yard in Bilbao, Spain. 
Like SIMON BOLIVAR, she is named for a military hero. 
Cuauhtemoc was the Aztec emperor who resisted Cortez and 
the first Conquistadors. Her crew complement is 90, and she 
is 296 feet long, just a bit longer than sister barque EAGLE. 


Netherlands Modeled- very closely upon 
the original Sail Training 
Association based in the United Kingdom, the Dutch Sail 
Training Association has been active in promoting and host- 
ing sail training events as well as conducting training, 
primarily for young people. With a port with the interna- 
tional appeal of Amsterdam to work around, the Dutch STA 
has had some notable successes, including its part in the 
memorable Sail Amsterdam 80, EENDRACHT, its 205-f00t top- 
sail schooner and training ship, is one maintstay of youth 
training in Holland. URANIA, more modern in rig and smaller 
(she’s a 72-foot Marconi ketch) is nonetheless important. 
She is the Dutch Navy's training ship. 


New Zealand Down Under or Up Over, 
there are few if any countries 
where sail training is so completely integrated into national 
lile as New Zealand. The Spirit of Adventure Trust was 
formed in 1972 to operate SPIRIT OF ADVENTURE, a 109-foot 
stecl topsail schooner. She has provided sail training cruises 
for more than 10,000 people since then. She was joined in 
1980 by the 140-foot barquentine SPIRIT OF NEW ZEALAND. 
School-age trainees form the bulk of those who sail in the 
“Spirits” due to the innovative cooperation worked out 
beiwceen project founder Lou Fisher and his wife, Iris, and 
the state schools. Weekend cruises are also run for adult 
voluntects. 

Beyond the close ties developed in an island nation for 
a waterborne education effort, the unique mix of volunteer 
cflort, private funding and government cooperation; and the 
unmatched vision, effort and commitment of the Fishers, the 
“Spirit” program has interesting teaching traditions. On each 
cruise, trainees choose their own Captain, First Mate, watch 
officers and Navigator. Bringing the ship home is then the 
mission, and it is carri¢d Out with a minimum of help from 
the permanent crew. “Without exception, all those who have 
been involved have benefitted, tremendously,” says onc 
cooperating school official. “Most of all, they seem to have 
greater understanding of themselves.” 


Norway Since before the days of the Vikings, 
Norwegians have been working at 
sca under sail. Ina country where once in three works at sez 
or in related trades it is not surprising that sail training 
should be in full flower. First among the Norwegian training 
ships must be the largest, the 241-foot, full-rigged ship 


CHRISTIAN RADICH. Saved from the scrapheap in 1937 by the 
man whose name she bears, she was put in service as a 
training ship. Captured by the Nazis, she spent World War II 
as a submarine depot ship. The Allies discovered het in 
Flensburg, half-submerged and without masts or yards. Two 
years of refit at the Sandefjord Yard where she was built, and 
she was returned to training service. As ambassadrice, she 
has been a regular OpSail participant, starred in the 1958 
movie Windjammer, and helped re-enact the crossing of the 
first Norwegian immigrants to the United States. Her primary 
mission is training merchant seamen. 

Veteran of more than 60 years of preparing merchant 
officers for duty in the flect, the 287-foot barque STATSRAAD 
LEHMKUHL is now active as a youth adventure training ship. 
Run now by the Norwegian Maritime Museum in Oslo, 
SVANEN has an even more varied history. Before being put in 
service for youth training as a three-masted staysail schooner 
in 1972, the 94-foot steel vessel was a passenger ferry and a 
lumber tug. 

Unique in many ways, SORLANDET saw duty under the 
Nazis as a submarine depot ship as did CHRISTIAN RADICH. At 
199-feet overall, she is operated by the Town of 
Christiansand. A fishing center, the town uses her as a means 
of keeping the local flect energized with well-trained fisher- 
men. While addressing that part of her mission, she has 
evolved into a sort of open access sail trainer. She cruises the, 
North Sea, Baltic and environs during the summer, and 
berths aboard are open on a pay-as-you-go basis. Many of 
the world’s premier ships are restricted to academy or 


service personnel; aboard SORLANDET all the world may sail. 


Oman Military advisors are traditional in the 
trucial states, and Oman's historical 
link with the British Army is maintained today aboard SHABAB 
OF OMAN, whose sail training crew includes several British 
officers. The 144-foot barquentine was the CAPTAIN SCOTT, a 
British adventure trainer named alter one of the pioncects in 
sail training, Englishman Morin Scott. Despite these links, 
the SHABAB is a complete and legitimate expression of the 
Omani government's commitment to youth. ("Shabab" is 
Arabic for youth.) She was purchased in 1977 and has 
established herself as one of the more intriguing forces 
currently at work on the international sail training water- 
front. No matter the port of call, the sound of rhythmic band 
drumming can be heard above her decks. Gather round, 
look aboard...the lithe kefiyaed figures of her trainees start 
out slowly in their dance, as expressive of their descrt 
heritage as it is of their place on the sea. Before long the pace 
quickens and the whole ship's complement scems to be 
involved. Next, people are beckoned aboard, and the spec- 
tacle becomes a dance party. Reserved, dignified, graceful, 
the Omani sailors and their dance leave very few barricrs 
intact. Time after time they have started the ball of interna- 
tional appreciation rolling. 
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Poland 


There are many reasons why Polish 
sail training is one of the most wide- 
spread, impressive and effective national movements afloat. 
Onc is along standing seafaring tradition. That heritage owes 
a great deal to DAR POMORSA and the training that she 
provided over the decades. She was built in Germany prior 
to World War |, converted to a yacht and finally found her 
way to France. The grand old 298-foot, full-rigged ship was 
then bought by the people of Pomorze, a seaport near 
Stcttin, and donated to the Polish State Sea Training School 
in 1929. Her career more than justified the sacrifice; after 
fostering generations of Polish officers she found haven in 
Sweden during World War U. Even under Communist rule 
she continued to take the Polish flag to a widening circle of 
international ports. In 1972, she won the race from Sweden 
to Germany, and she has been in or near the winner's circle 
in nearly every Tall Ship race since. Now retired, she is the 
subject of one of the most beautiful and best Tall Ship books 
(written by Henryk Kabat), and she is the star of one of 
urope’s best-made films about sail train- 
ing. 

DAR MLODZIEZY is a full-rigged ship, 311 
fect long, and bound in every way to be a 
fit successor to the venerable DAR POMORZA 
as a trainer of Poland’s merchant sailors. 
She too, even in the era of Warsaw Pact 
cconomic severity, was built with funds 
raised publicly by the people. 


POGORIA was built two ycars before her 


| 
full-rigged second cousin DAR MLODZIEZY. 
This barkentine, with her huge fore-and-aft 
sails gocs to windward more cfficiently 
than her older rivals by pointing higher and 
footing faster due to her preponderance of 
triangular rather than square sails. The Pol- 
ish Yachting Association (more like a sports 
federation than a Western yacht club) runs 
her. She has spent a good deal of time 
under charter to Canada’s West Island Col- 
lege which has sent increasing numbers of 
paying students (18-20 years old) on half- 
year semesters of seaborne travel and ex- 
ploration in a variety of the world’s waters. 
ISKRA is the Polish Navy's trainer. She's 
a 110-foot barquentine and replaces an ear- 
licr ISKRA that was scrapped in 1977. 
Rounding out the impressive flotilla of 
Poland's sailing ships are ZWAISZA CZARNY, 
the 118-foot converted trawler (now a 
schooncr) operated by the Polish 
Pathfinder’s Union as an adventure ship, 
GENERAL ZARUSKI, an 84-foot gaff-headed 
ketch recently refitted by the Polish De- 
fense League, and HENRYK RUTKOWSKI, an 
8$2-foot brigantine that sails primarily with 
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youth aboard. 
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Portugal Ceded to Henry the Navigator in 
1443, Sagres, the “sacred cape” that 
is Europe’s southernmost projection into the Atlantic, was 
the sailor/prince’s headquarters for the rest of his life. He 
founded a sctulement there (Villa do Infante) that was the 
center of Portugal's glorious Outreach toward the riches of 
Cathay. Says one history, “It became the center of a brilliant 
gathering of savants, and much useful work in map-making, 
ship design, astronomy and navigational science was done 
on this remote promontory.” SAGRES II continues this tradi- 
tion of “from Portugal to the world.” Her itinerary ranges 
both East and West from her namesake cape which is at the 
point where Mediterranean and Atlantic flow together. The 
298-foot barque bears the traditional Portuguese Cross of 
Christ and carriers her own light and distinctive Sagres beer 
in ambassadorial quantities. She is a colorful and popular 


ship; she attracted more than 30,000 visitors in two days 


when she last visited New York’s South Street Scaport. 
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DAR POMORZA, Poland 
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She was built at Blohm and Voss in Hamburg Germany 
in 1947. She was taken by the United States as part of wartime 
reparations in 1946. In 1948, she was turned over to Brazil 
where she was a Navy training ship until 1961, when Portugal 
bought her to take the place of an earlier SAGRES. She is a 
sister ship of the USCG barque EAGLeé and is the Portuguese 
Navy's training ship. 

Citizen-based sail training is not always possible in small 
countrics, but the Portuguese maritime tradition is so strong 
that CREOULA, a 208-foot four-masted gaff schooner made 
from a hull that served earlier as a cod fisher on the Grand 
Banks is training private citizens under the auspices of the 


Portuguese Sail Training Association, APORVELA. 


Romania Based on the Black Sea port of 
Constanta, Romania’s Tall Ship 
MIRCEA is a barque built at the famous German Yard of Blohn 
and Voss in 1938. She has spent virtually her entire sailing 
life training cadets for the Romanian Navy. Though she fell 
into Russian hands briefly at the end of World War II, 
international pressure brought a return to her original own- 
crs. Since her major refit in 1966, the 240-footer has been a 
participant in Atlantic and Baltic rallies as well as completing 
a regular schedule of training cruises in the Mediterranean. 
She is named for the prince who won the Dobroges region 
back from conquering Turkey in the 14th century, and her 


figurchead is his mustachioed likeness. 


GLADEN, Sweden 


Spain Most history books say that Ferdinan 
Magellan was the first man to sail 
around the world. Indeed, he was in command when the 
expedition left Spain, but he was killed in the Philippines. 
The man in command of Victoria, the sole Spanish ship to 
make it home to Seville, was Juan Sebastian de Elcano. 

One of the world’s largest schooners, JUAN SEBASTIAN DE 
ELCANO was built for the Royal Spanish Navy in 1927 in Cadiz. 
She is 370 feet long and can set 28,000 square feet of sail. 
The famous British firm of Camper and Nicholson, builders 
of several America’s Cup challengers, designed her. Her four 
equal masts (which each bear the name of a different former 
naval training ship) with gaff-headed mainsails make her very 
weatherly for a sailing ship. She is one of the few trainers 
ever to make a full circumnavigation under sail. She has 
completed six to date. It is the King’s pleasure when she 
returns from a cruise to steam offshore to meet her in a 
destroyer so that he can take her salute and be the first to 
welcome his favorite ship home to Spain. 


Sweden The lack of a Swedish Tall Ship 
scems not to hold Swedish sail train- 
ing back at all. The Swedish Navy has twin 113-foot 
gaff-headed schooners. FALKEN is the fifth navy ship to bear 
her name, which can be traced back to 1631. Her sister ship, 
GLADEN, is based in Karlskrona, where sailing the skerrics or 
cruising internationally are equally convenient. She won the 
Cutty Sark Trophy for International Understanding in 1978. 

Three converted Brixham trawlers make up the better 
part of the civilian fleet. GRATIA (97 feet), GRATITUDE (78 fect) 
and LEADER (78 feet) are galf ketches with 
good sea-kecping qualities. The Swedish 
Cruising Association based in Gothenburg 
runs programs aboard during the all-too- 
short Scandinavian sailing season. 


USSR SEDOV is the world’s 
largest sailing ship. 
Her overall length of 358 feet is impressive, 
as is her displacement of more than 7,200 
tons. It’s not until you realize that she scts 
32 sails, or that she can take as many as 164 
cadcts to sea, that you begin to appreciate 
her size. In addition to the 20-person bays 
where cadets live in hammocks, in addition 
to cabins for 70 crewmen and women, to 
three messrooms, a bakery, a galley and 
four machine shops, SEDOV includes in her 
accommodations a darkroom, a small 
swimming pool, a sauna, a lounge with bar 
for 30, six classrooms, a clinic, a library with 
2,000 volumes and a movie theater that 
seas 120. Russian sail training in general is 
on a scale to match this bearish flagship. 
Primarily under the auspices of the Ministry 
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KRUZENSHTERN, U.S.S.R. 


of Fisheries, sail-borne seatime reaches upward of 4,000 
Sovict cadets each year. 

At 342 feet overall, KRUZENSHTERN is a tad shorter than 
SEDOV. She was christened PADUA when she was built in 1926. 
She proved to be one of the last of the German “P-liners” 
(like PASSAT, PEKING—now a museum ship at South St. Seaport 
in New York, et a/). A cargo-carrying schoolship in her 
heyday, she carried 40 cadets in the Australian grain trade 
and on nitrate runs. The Russians took her in Flensburg at 
the end of World War I, named her for seaman and explorer 
Adam von Kruzenshtern, and have sailed her hard cnough 
after international understanding to win the coveted Cutty 
Sark Trophy. 

TOVARISIICH was another war prize from World War II. 
A near sister to EAGLE and the others in her class, she was 
originally the Blohm and Voss-built GORCH FOCK, a German 
sail-support ship. She sank off Straslund in 1945. Raised and

refitted by Soviet salvage teams, the 270- 
foot barque became the Soviet Navy train- 
ing ship in 1951. 

‘LENINGRAD is typical of the smaller 
ships that make up the “second tier” of 
Soviet sail training. The Leningrad Trade 
Unions’ Yacht Club has been operating this 
103-foot schooner. She goes to sea with 30 
cadets aboard. 

The Russian Fleet is increasing with 
vessels like DRUZHBA, built recently in Po- 
land. With an international crew, DRUZIBA 
will be the ship for the “Soviet American 
Sail 1990” on a voyage from Odessa, USSR 
to Baltimore, USA under the auspices of 
Deepawter Alliance and Ocean Voyages. 


United Kingdom 


From the midshipmen of Sandhurst for- 
ward, Britons have been taken to sea to be 
molded into men. The Royal Navy Sea Ca- 
dets have long been carrying on that work 
with boys 14 and younger. At first in 
trawler-type boats on the order of KENYA 
JACARANDA, an 80-footer with a ketch rig in 
which as many as 24 cadets shipped at a 
time, the concerns for shipshape trim, 
snappy teamwork and responsible atten- 
tion to detail were fostered. Then, in the 
late 1960s, the drive was begun and a 
proper training ship scaled to the youth 
who would work her was built. 'T.S. (Train- 
ing Ship) ROYALIsT, designed by England's 
foremost expert in square sail theory and 
practice, Morin Scott, became the Sea 
Cadet standard bearer, and she has served 
thousands of young people since. 

From the first Za// Ships race in 1956, the Sail Training 
Association has been a force in the British Isles and beyond. 
While STA was attending to race organization and rendez- 
vous development, a separate organization, STA Schooncrs, 
was formed to run ships. Working with funds raised through 
public subscription, STA Schooners eventually built two 
150-foot sister schooncrs as training ships. SIR WINSTON 
CHURCHILL, a 300-ton three-master, was built in 1965, and 
MALCOLM MILLER followed in 1967. ‘The sea cadets are pat- 
terned on a military model, but STA training has a different 
focus: “The voyage on cither schooncr provides a challenge 
that forces people to look inward for the answers to life's 
questions,” says the STA Schooners. 

Ocean Youth Club offers sail training to more cadets per 
year than any other program in the United Kingdom. 

The London Sailing Project, founded in 1980 by Lord 
Amory, has taken the city’s children, a dozen ata time, to sea 
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duce the need to go aloft, hydraulic lifts carry wheelchairs

RANDA, was built in Cadiz, Spain, in 1930. She was originally 
asurvey ship, saw some time as a cargo packet under power, 
and was refit and rerigged again in 1978. She is now the 
training ship for the Naval Academy at Montevideo. She 
trains often in the lower latitudes and has taken a cadet 


complement of 35 around Cape Horn. She averages nearly 


Venezuela More than 100 of the nearly 200 
crew aboard SIMON BOLIVAR are 
cadets, and she has carned a reputation for spirit throughout 
the Vall Ship community. Given the occasion, her entire 
complement mans yards and stations to cheer loudly and 
lustily. She is noteworthy, too, as the first government ship 
after USCG EAGLE to include women in the cadet corps. Built 
in L980 in Bilbao, Spain, this 270-foot barque is based at the 


Venezuclan Naval Academy in La Guaira. 


Yugoslavia Port-to-port cruises along the 
coast and through the islands of 
Yugoslavia form the primary training routine for JADRAN, the 
sail rainer for the Yugoslav Navy. The 157-foot, three-masted 


topsail schooner is therefore able to take up to 150 cadets

People for Ships 


Sailing ships need people to sail 
them. They need people to run 
them, to maintain them and to 
maximize shipboard experience. 
Ships have identities, even “per- 
sonalitics,” but it is the people in- 
volved with ships that give them 
their real character. 


The sail training ships and organi- 
zations in this directory offer 
countless opportunities to sail 
prolessionally, to volunteer or to 
teach under sail. Nearly all ships 
require a master. Most need peo- 
ple to take care of and run the 
ship's systems, to provide leader- 
ship of the educational program 
and to cook and serve the meals 
taken aboard. Even a modest sail 
training vessel, then, might sail 
with a complement of at Ieast 
live: master, mate, Cook/steward, 
bosun’s mate and instructor/- 
mate. In addition, the same ship 
would likely welcome volunteer 
crew and carry trainees, students, 
passengers Or a mix Of all three. 
There are lots of ways to get to 
seca under sail. 


Missions 


Ships’ missions are different, and 
so their manning requirements, 
practices and preferences are difl- 
ferent. The mission determines 
the nature of the sailing, so it is 
probably the most important 
thing to consider when looking 
lor a berth. A ship that does day 
sails, for instance, will require 
crew to live ashore. A ship that 


makes passages and spends much 
of her time away from her home 
port, needs crew to live aboard. 
Perhaps the most important cis- 
tinction along the sail training wa- 
terfront is the difference between 
Sailing School Vesscls (SSVs) and 
ships carrying passengers for hire 
under Subchapter ‘VT of the Coast 
Guard Regulations. ‘he SSVs are 
fewer and farther between, tend 
to carry fewer in complement and 
have fewer restrictions in terms of 
waters where they can operate 
than most T-boats. 


Guidelines & 
Requirements 


Out of ASTA’s long tradition of 
helping individuals find berths 
and ships find crew, we offer 
guidelines and information to 
help in the process: 


Most people sailing prolession- 
ally built up their experience and 
skills by voluntecring first. Get- 
ting into it is the best way to get 
into it! 

SSVs and Subchapter ‘I's (vessels 
carrying passengers for hirc) have 
quite similar manning require- 
ments. 

Masters must be licensed. 

+ Licensed mates may be re- 
quired depending on ton- 
nage, waters, mission of the 
ship and size of her comple- 
ment.

What should I look for in choosing a sail 
lraining program? 


A sale ship, a good skipper and crew, a good instruc- 
tional program and good instructors. Making these 
judgements is never casy, but if you are uneasy, cs- 
pecially about safety or the skipper and crew, take 
the time to set your mind at case. Not all sail training, 


Must 1 be able to swini? 


Lifejackets are worn offshore as standard practice on 
many vessels. The industry-wide requirement is that 

trainees be capable of staying afloat for five minutes 

while fully dressed. 


Is financial aid available?

The differences between cruise 
ships and sail training ships are 
good to get clear.

The most 
effective common medication is 
the two-part use of phenergin 
and ephedrin.

NINA, PINTA, and SANTA MARIA were not terribly tall as 
ships go, but 500 years in their wake comes an armada tall 
cnough to scrape, if not the sky, then perhaps the Verrazano 
Narrows Bridge. The 7a// Ships are coming again! 

While 1992 is not exactly tomorrow morning, the 
Quincentenary of Columbus's first voyage of discovery has 
already sparked big plans, both in the Caribbean and on the 
Eastern scaboard. At the heart of the celebration will be 
spectacies, galas, and parades featuring most of the world’s 
sail training vessels. No one who was awake and aware on 
July 1, 1976 has forgotten the parade of sail in New York 
harbor that was America’s most special salute to herself on 
her 200th birthday. But of those Americans who remember 
that spectacle, are there many - are there even any — who 
understand that these ships conduct “sail training?” What is 
“sail training” anyway? Where do these muscum pieces with 
sails come from? Where do they go? 

The Sail Training Association, quartered in England and 
dedicated to international sail training efforts, has, for close 
to four decades, worked to promote sail training and inter- 
national understanding. The prime avenue for both has been 
sail training races, which STA has sponsored in abundance. 
Tall ships gathered together for a start or after a finish, have 
been centerpicces of some incredible festivitics, but STA and 
ASTA (the latter formed in 1973 as something of an American 
extension of the parent organization) don’t normally deal in 
spectacles. 

Amcrica’s Bicentennial was glorious. So, too, have been 
such Jal/ Ships gatherings in American waters as the Statue 
of Liberty celebration in 1986. The camaraderie, the spot- 
light on sailing ships, the cxcitement, the positive feelings 
they engender...all of these things distinguish tall ship gath- 
crings. That is why there is such electricity stirring well in 
advance of the Colombian revels and the armada they will 
bring in 1992. 

The Columbus Quincentenary will be incredible. It 
would be a big blow to expectations if New York’s culminat- 
ing parade were not the largest Ja// Ship event yet. ASTA is 
working with other organizers on 1992, but our angle is 
somewhat different. It is our aim to help the sail training 
ships involved be recognized for what they do. They should 
be more than photo opportunitics. They should be more 
than “floats” in a parade without flowers that fill the gap 
before the next Tournament of Roses. 

There will be good ways in the festivals ahead to trans- 
mit sail training’s mission and accomplishments to a wider 
world. Publicity surrounds the events the way terns follow

fishing boats. Making sure that spotlight is focused hard and 
long on what happens aboard the ships will help make the 
upcoming galas well worth the hoopla. 

You may remember Liberty’s birthday. Brion ‘Toss had 
a participant’s seat aboard AMERICAN EAGLE. His trade is 
rigging, and he has rigged and/or re-rigged a sizable portion 
of the sail training fleet on three coasts. His calling, though, 
is writing. He writes in informed, informative images that do 
an evocative, truthful job. Here’s a rigger’s cye view of the 
fun and frenzy of America’s most recent extravaganza under 
sail: 

“AMERICAN EAGLE was a good-sized vessel when she Icft 
Rockland, Maine, on June 29. At 95 feet on deck the former 
Grand Banks fishing schooner is one of the largest sailboats 
in Maine. For a couple of days | thought that | was on a real 
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ship. Then offshore we met the Coast Guard barque EAGLE. 
Well we sort of shrunk. The next day, sailing into New York 
with a hundred or so other big schooners, ketches, and 
barquentines, that and about a thousand other spectator 
craft, some of them looking more formidable than the Ta// 
Ships, \ laid aside any further illusions of significance and 
sctiled down to cnjoy the show.” 

By the time we reached New York Harbor on the eve- 
ning of July 4, it seemed like there was no place left to park. 
There were parading naval vesscls, luxury liners, and an- 
other couple of thousand more spectator craft. We sailed 
around in the glorious mess a while and then reached under 


the Verrazzano Narrows Bridge to our anchorage. Most of 


our brethren in the parade ignored their OpSail orders and 
stayed in the harbor to watch the lighting of Liberty’s torch. 

The next morning the Narrows was an incredible scene. 
The OpSail ships were scurrying out to make their stations 
for the parade on time, spectators were following, and every 
powerboat in New Jerscy was barrcling the other way 
through the steep chop to take a crack at stealing a front row 
berth over by Ellis Iskand. It seemed to me that some of the 
boats, big ones , too, were broaching at their anchors in the 
slop. Atabout 0900 the first of the big guys, EAGLE , CHRISTIAN 
RADICH, and the rest came into sight. We took our station to 
port and astern Of LIBERTAD and began the long, unlikely 
journcy up the harbor past tens of thousands of vessels, the

Lady (incidentally), the President, and on up the Lludson. 
Huge, archaic sailing boats sliding past overstuffed stinkpots 
and battleships. It was hard to believe that any of it was real. 
And then came a line to end it all. A French radio officer, his 
accent unfurled and his grip of English prepositions a little 
on the shaky side, enquired of his assembled millions of 
listeners, “Ecez owairs wan ull zee botes that ces suppoz-cd 
to go over the George Washington Bridge?” 

These once-in-a-lifetime events happen infrequently 
enough so that most of us on board had never seen anything 
at all like this before. 

Memorable, unique, surreal, and larger than life...7a// 
Ship spectacles are all of those things and morc. But they 
leave outa lot. They miss the teaching, inspiring, restraining, 
challenging, chastening, limiting, motivating, transporting, 
and sustaining that goes on at sea. Figures in the rigging 
during the parade may sing, salute, or scurry, but why are 
they there? The parade passes on, such questions don’t gct 
answered. 

Aboard the ancient and honorable REGINA Maris halfway 
cast to Greenland in a storm of slect there are men in the 
rigging, too. They will give you answers. They are somc- 
where out near the tip of the t gallant yard:

Pcople grow and change. It is most of all those changes 
that the spectacles miss. Sails against the sky, a straight and 
formal parade order. A breeze from the past blowing into 
our lives; spectacular anachronisms against a up-to-tomor- 
row skyline, it’s a heartstopping picture. Freeze frame. But 
the processions make great ladies into “you've seen one,

you've seen ‘em all” noveltics. The OpSails are high points, 
no doubt, but there is so much that they miss. They miss the 
motuon, the growth, and the changes.

From the 
height of these once in a lifetime spectacles, then, ASTA will 
endeavor to tell the sail training story. ‘The chance should 
not go by again. 

In the foc’sle, quiet, more or less alone, a young woman 
writes: 

I got my first taste, touch, and smell of the sea as 

a 16-year-old Girl Scout aboard a 100-foot brigan- 

tine. The sea continued to pull at me. I vowed to 

go to sea again, and | did, eight years later. This 

time I spent six weeks al sea. “Contentment at 

last! 've come home again.” 


Those are the first words | wrote in my journal. Then | 
wrote, “The sca is my world now.

“Il belong at sea. When | go to sea now I rejoice at 
eyes widening, at faces set with looks of accom- 
plishment, at proud callouses.

A quiet Gulfport village located along the shores of the tranquil Apalachicola River on 
Florida’s Panhandle coast, Apalachicola has a past and a future tied to the sea. Once 
the third largest shipping port in the Southeast, Apalachicola Bay has for years af- 
forded safe harbor for varied sea-faring vessels. Much of the town, with its 

graceful Victorian homes and pre-civil war waterfront cotton warehouses, was 
built in the early 1800s to accomodate both national and international 

merchant trade and Gulfport travelers. Today, you can surround yourself 
in Apalachicola’s maritime culture by staying in an historical guest 
house and setting sail on a century-old restored schooner. 


Curl up with history 


The Witherspoon Guest House, located 
in the heart of the Historic District, is an 
example of the historic structures found 
in Apalachicola. Constructed in the late 
1800s, the four bedroom guest house 
features private baths and sitting rooms. 
Restored by Gulf State Bank, which also 
restored the 1908 Flatauer House, the 
Witherspoon House is reflective of the 
Victorian-style boarding houses which acco- 
modated river travelers during the late 
1800s.

The Wreck. 


and Rescue 
of the Schooner 


J.H. Hartzell 


It was dark as pitch at 3:00am October eighteenth, 1880. The 
night was calm and the winds were light. Captain William Jones 
skillfully guided his big Schooner toward the Frankfort harbor. 
He chose to wait for daylight before entering the darkened 
harbor. It was a tragic decision. With unbelievable quickness, 
the winds shifted and a raging storm descended over Lake 
Michigan. In the furious darkness, Jones found that he could 
not control his ship. It soon ran aground on a sandbar, directly 
in front of the Elberta bluffs. In an effort to escape the violent 
surf, the crew took refuge in the precarious rigging. The cook, 
Lydia Dale was weak with illness, and was carried aloft through 
the extraordinary efforts of the crew. 


The rescue that followed went down in history as one of the 
most heroic and challenging of the United States Life Saving 
Service. The bitter wind and snow, the howling seas, and the 
logistics of the wreck site all took their toll on both victims and 
rescuers.
